It has now been 
found, however — something 
hardly suspected — that three 
small British cruisers can effec- 
tively deal with a pocket battle 
ship. The menace, therefore 
of the surviving “Deutchland” 
and “Admiral Scheer’’ is almost 
ended: the safety of convoys 
consequently is much better as- 
sured, hence more convoys— 
escorted by small light cruisers 
—will sail,and so more wheat 
will leave Canada, 

The fact that the menace of 
the pocket pattleships—an arm 
upon which Germany has de- 
pended—has now become great- 
ly lecsened, will no doubt tend 
to hasten the climax of the war 
and so will tend to bring ulti- 
mate peace a little nearer.

SEED FAIR TIME 
HERE AGAIN 


District Seed Fair will be held at 
Lethbridge January 5th and 6th, and 
at Calgary, January 11th and 12th, 
The District ané Provincial Seed Fair 
will be held at Edmonton January 
17th and 18th. 

Regular prize muney of over $600. 
is offered for each District Fair while 
an additional $700. prize money may 
be awarded at the Provincia! Seed 
Fair. A novice class in each of wheat 
oats and barley isopen to new exhibit- 
ors. 

There is an abundance of good grain 
in Alberta and it is hoped that all 
classes will be wel! filled. Alberta ex- 
hibitors took the majority of grain 
awards at Chicago, It is significant 
that Championships and many other 
top awards have been won by active 
or former Junior Grain Club-members 
Although there a r & special classes at 
Alberta Seed Fairs for junior exhibit- 
ors this does not prevent them showing 
in the open competitions 

One explanation for the success of 
young exhibitors is that they have 
learned while members of }\unior Clubs 
that it is entirely necessary to use 
good seed to produce exhibition grain. 
They have learned also that the show 
sample must be carefully prepared and 
that it is almost :mpossible to obtain 
ashow sample unless the bin run is 
of high qua’ity. 

Exhibitors in’ t he Registered or 
Certified Seed Division must have at 
least 50 bushels of grain on their farm 
of a quality equal to the half bushel 
placed in competition. Application to 
exhibit in this division must be made 
to the Dominion Seed Branch, Calgary 
or the Field Crops Eranch, Edmonton, 
at least two weeks before the fair. 
This allows fieldman time to obtain a 
representative sample. Exhibitors in 
the Registered cr Certified Seed Div- 
ision must show field inspection reports

Samples shou'd 
have a high weight per measured 
bushel and all foreign grains, weeds, 
dirt and chaff should be removed As 
much cleaning as possible should be 
d ne with the fanning mill before fin- 
ishing with a hand screen. 

Prospective exhibitors may send an 
envelope sample of grain to the Field 
Crops Branch, Edmonton, for exam- 
ination to determine the sizes of 
screens best suited for preparing the 
sample. The recessary hand screens 
be secured from the Field Crops 
Branch, Department of Agriculture 
Edmonton. 

The bulk weight-of oats may be in- 
creased by polishing in a cotton sack 
to wear off long hulls. Care should be 
exercised not to split hulls or to expose 
the kernels, Brok-n hull fragments 
should be screened out and green ker- 
nels ought to be-removed. 

Barley samples should be bright. 
Be careful not to break the barley hult 
but work off t h e awns to a uniform 
length. | 

Bright uniform colovr, even size 
plumpness and freedom from all im- 
purities, are the chief factors consider- 
ed when judging any seed exhibit.
